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Most Michigan youth unqualified 
for military service, report says

LANSING ~ An estimated three 
out of four young adults in 
Michigan are not qualified to serve 
in the military, according to a new 
report. 

Mission Readiness, a national 
security organization based in New 
York, cited minimum standards for 
education, physical fitness and lack 
of a criminal record. 

The group of retired military lead- 


ers advocates for investments in 
education. The goal is to help young 
Americans succeed in school, in 
hopes that more will grow up pre- 
pared for military service, should 
they choose to enlist. 

The report, “Michigan Youth: 
Ready, Willing but Unable to 
Serve,” presents statistics that 
showed a quarter of young people in 
the state don’t graduate from high 
school on time. Of those who do, 
one in five cannot pass the academ- 
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ic exams required to enter the mili- 
tary. 

Retired Maj. Gen. William 
Henderson, former commander of 
the Michigan Air National Guard, 
said that based on estimates from 
the Department of Defense, 75 per- 
cent of young Americans can’t serve 
for three primary reasons: they have 
not graduated from high school, 
they are physically unfit or they 
have a criminal record. 

“Because Michigan’s problems 


with weight are similar to the 
national average and the state’s 
problems with education are far 
worse than the national average, it is 
likely that three out of four young 
adults in Michigan can’t join the 
military,” he said. 

Henderson and Retired Maj. Gen. 
Thomas Cutler, former state adju- 
tant general of Michigan, said that 
improving early education prograins 
is key.

The ONR has icine motorized signage changes to improve safety and provide 
consistent guidance for trail riders. A citizens’ advisory workgroup made 
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recommendations to the DNR, resulting in these changes.

New Signs 


New snowmobile trail signs to include: 


One-Direction Large Arrow (left and right). These signs will be used on snowmobile 
trails to give notice of changes in horizontal trail alignment of 90-degrees or more, One- 
direction large arrow signs are 10 x 20 inches, yellow reflective signs with a black arrow 

and border. The DNR will continue to mark 90-degree turns with “sharp turn” warning signs 
supplemented with a new directional arrow. 


Combination Horizontal Alignment/Intersection (left and right). These bright, yellow 
signs with directional arrows may be used on snowmobile trails to give notice of changes 
in horizontal trail alignment less than 90-degrees where an intersection occurs within or 
immediately adjacent to a turn. 


Private Drives Ahead These signs may be used to warn trail users where driveways cross a 
snowmobile trail. 
Next (number of) Miles, supplemental plaque. These signs may be installed below “Private Drives 
Ahead” signs to indicate how many miles long the stretch of trail with private drives runs. 


Trail Closed to Wheeled Motor Vehicles Ahead. These signs will be placed on state or federal 
land prior to the point where a designated state snowmobile trail enters private property where : 
wheeled motorized vehicle use is prohibited,

1 wonder why thousands of oth- 
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Christmas time filled with “wonders” 


erwise normal individuals will 
haul themselves out of bed early 
on the morning after Thanksgiving 
— known in recent years as Black 
Friday — to camp out at stores and 
malls, and fight and scratch their 
way inside the stores to be first to 
throw their money at so-called bar- 
gains .... and then continue the 
spending frenzy at near the same 
pace for another month. 

I wonder why everybody must 
have a Christmas list. | wonder 
why we buy gifts mostly from 
these mandatory lists, rather than 
look for special, individualized 
gifts that show some originality 
and prove you really were thinking 
of the person who receives it. 

I wonder why we expect to 
receive everything on that 
Christmas list, and why we’re dis- 
appointed if we don’t. Once we 
compile our list we seem to think 
we're entitled to everything on it, 
that it’s our right to receive. 

1 wonder why parents and 
grandparents buy so much stuff for 
their kids anyway. Many cannot 
really afford it, but that’s what the 
kids had on their lists, so that’s 
what they buy. 

I wonder why we have turned 


Christmas, an essentially one-day 
religious observance, into the 
overly commercialized, material- 
ized and secularized event it has 
become. 


* * * 
CHRISTMAS IS a religious 
holiday, despite consistent 


attempts to make it otherwise. 

Christmas is the Christian obser- 
vance of the birth of Jesus Christ, 
and along with the Easter time 
commemoration of His death and 
resurrection into heaven, the very 
foundation of the Christian faith. 

I wonder why so many people 
willingly accept the separation of 
Christmas from the birth of Jesus 
and the centuries of religious his- 
tory stemming from it. That’s not 
logical. 

Too often we substitute non-reli- 
gious generic terms and practices 
for the real thing. We send holiday 
cards, not Christmas cards. We 
shout “Happy Holidays!” instead 
of “Merry Christmas!” 

Public schools stage “Winterfest 
Programs,’ not Christmas pro- 
grams. Children don’t sing about 
the Baby Jesus or the manger at 
Bethlehem or the angels heralding 
the birth of Christ. 
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NO ONE CAN prove the details 
of the birth of Jesus. It’s all a mat- 
ter of faith. According to some 
church historians, during the 
Fourth Century church leaders set- 
tled on December 25 to celebrate 
the birth of Jesus. That date proba- 
bly was chosen to replace a pagan 
feast to the sun, observed in late 
December when days grow longer 
and the sun seems to be reborn 
each year. 

Now, 17 centuries later, we still 
embrace December 25 as 
Christmas — sort of. 

But more and more, much as the 
pagan sun worshipers did cen- 
turies ago, we tend to accept 
Christmas as a holiday, not a holy 
day. There is a difference.

BEFORE THIS essay turns 
completely into a script for 
Scrooge, I welcome and salute 
many good and excellent things 
that stand out about today’s 
Christmas. 

It’s a time for family gatherings. 
It’s a time to greet friends and 
loved ones. It’s a time to care 
about others and to exchange gifts. 
It’s a time to laugh and be happy 


and to sing songs, many with a 
religious nature. These are all 
good things. 

To be friendly and happy is 
good. To help others — by donating 
to organizations that assist the 
needy and the homeless, by feed- 
ing the hungry and the lonely, by 
giving toys and clothes to needy 
families .... these are all good, too. 

But without the religious foun- 
dation, without the connection to 
the birth of Jesus, its simply a 
time of year, publicly accepted as a 
holiday, but not as a holy day. 

Christmas and the birth of Jesus 
are hand in hand, They should not 
-— indeed, cannot - be separated. 
He is the reason for the season. 

To all of you, a blessed and joy- 
ous Christmas from The 
Almanack.

Battery effort helps secure 
our economic future 


Michigan’s economic 
future, and indeed the 
nation’s, depends on win- 
ning a race against our eco- 
nomic competition around 
the world. That race is to 
find the technologies that 
will power homes, vehicles 
and businesses in the 
decades to come. Win that 
race, and we claim the eco- 
nomic high ground. 

That’s why an announce- 
ment in November by the 
Department of Energy was 
sO important to Michigan. 
Energy Secretary Steven 
Chu announced the Joint 
Center for Energy Storage 
Research, a consortium of 
government, university and 
private-sector research fabs 
aimed at revolutionizing bat- 
tery technology. 

Fittingly, Michigan is 
playing a key role in the 
effort. The consortium, 
headquartered at Argonne 
National Laboratory in 
IHinois, will include 
research hubs at Johnson 
Controls in Holland, and on 
the University of Michigan 
campus. Dow Chemical in 
Midland is also a key corpo- 
rate partner. 

The JCESR is nothing 
short of a Manhattan 
Project-styled effort to blow 
through the technical and 
economic limitations 
imposed by existing battery 
technology. Despite enor- 
mous progress that has 
allowed impressive accom- 
plishments in hybrid vehi- 
cles and plug-in electric 
vehicles such as the Chevy 
Volt, today’s batteries are 
still bigger, heavier, more 
expensive and lower capaci- 
ty than we’d like. With tech- 
nical improvements, we can 
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bring down costs, reduce our 
dependence on imported oil 
and protect our environment. 

The answer to this chal- 
lenge is an effort that, as my 
colleague Sen. Richard 
Durbin of Illinois put it, 
“brings together, under a 
single organizational roof, 
the world’s leading scien- 
lists, engineers and manu- 
facturers in energy storage 
and provides them with the 
tools, resources and market 
reach necessary to produce 
major breakthroughs.” 

And if you’re bringing 
together world-class experts 
in battery technology, you’re 
right in Michigan’s wheel- 
house. Our universities are 
hubs of research on this and 
other automotive technolo- 
gies. Companies such as 
Johnson Controls, Dow, the 
Big Three automakers, 
Sakti3, Compact Power and 
others are leading the drive 
to develop and market new 
battery technologies. And no 
place on earth can rival 
Michigan’s concentration of 
scientific, engineering and 
workforce talent. 

So, at Johnson Controls’ 
lithium-ion battery manufac- 
turing facility in Holland, 
technical experts will work 
on ways to commercialize 
next-generation technology. 
At U-M, engineers and 
chemists will simulate new 
battery materials and build 
large-scale prototypes. Dow 
will bring its world-leading 
skill in chemistry and energy 
storage. 

It's impressive that 
President Obama’s adminis- 
tration and these companies 
and research facilities have 
made this commitment. But 
the truth is, we have little 
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choice in terms of our econ- 
omy. Advanced battery tech- 
nology is going to dominate 
the future of the automotive 
industry. It’s vitally impor- 
tant to reducing our depen- 
dence on foreign oil, a 
dependence that doesn’t just 
damage our environment, 
but threatens our economy 
and our national security. 

This effort will no doubt 
have its ups and downs, just 
as any mnovative new tech- 
nology would. It’s important 
that we keep in mind our 
long-term goal: Innovation 
that ensures these technolo- 
gies are made in America, by 
American workers. 

We’re not the only country 
seeking these — break- 
throughs. Foreign compa- 
nies are too, and they have 
financing and research sup- 
port from governments. If 
our own government refuses 
to make the same kinds of 
investments in our compa- 
nies and research labs, we'll 
allow those offshore compa- 
nies and governments to take 
this vital economic high 
ground. If we want the next 
generation of vehicle tech- 
nology to be manufactured 
here in America, these 
investments are a necessity. 

’ Thanks to JCESR and 
other key investments, we’re 
on the way to winning this 
economic competition. 
That’s good news for 
Michigan workers, 
Michigan companies, the 
U.S. auto industry and 
America’s economic future.

Poison control |. 
suggests holiday 
hazard tips 


Just like the English carol 
about the “12 Days of 
Christmas,” California 
Poison Control System 
(www.calpoison.org) urges 
everyone to practice “12 
Days for Safety” on each 
day leading up to Dec. 25. 

¢ Make sure your home is 
poison proof if smail chil- 
dren are visiting. Secure 
all medicines, cleaning 
products and personal care 
products before your guests 
arrive. Poisonings can 
occur in the home of grand- 
parents who may not 
remember how quickly 
children can move or how 
inventive they can be in 
exploring new spaces. 

* Take steps to prevent 
food poisoning. Prior to 
food preparation, clean all 
counters and cutting boards 
with hot water and soap, 
and wash your hands. 
After meals, refrigerate 
food promptly. 

¢ If you use alcohol or 
tobacco, make sure these 
products are out of reach of 
toddlers. 

* Keep your Christmas 
tree fresh with water early 
on, and keep all sources of 
flame well away from the 
tree. Put fresh batteries in 
all your smoke detectors. 

* Carbon monoxide can 
be a holiday killer. Never 
heat a home with a gas 
stovetop, gas oven or use 
charcoal indoors. Make 
sure your chimney flue is 
fully open before enjoying a

Do not throw this paper into 
the fireplace either. 

* Holiday plants, includ- 
ing mistletoe and holly 
berries, may cause some 
mild stomach upset if swal- 
lowed. 

* Store and serve food 
only in containers meant for 
food, and never put non- 
food items in food contain- 
ers. 

* Lead can still be found 
in new and used children's 
products, like toys, back- 
packs, lunchboxes and jew- 
elry.

They are working with 
Mission Readiness to make 
sure that happens. 

According to the organi- 
zation’s communication 
officer, David Carrier, high- 
quality early education pro- 
grams have already proven 
effective. 

“Michigan launched its 
preschool program, Great 
Start Readiness, in 1985 and 
it has been operating long 
enough to see long-term 
strong results,” he said. 

According to Carrier, sta- 
tistics show that children 
who attended the program 
were 25 percent more likely 
to graduate from high 
school on time. 

Sen. Roger Kahn, R- 
Saginaw, has proposed a 
$140 million expansion to 
the 2013 state budget, pri- 
marily to fund such early 
education programs. Cutler 
and Henderson used their 
visit to Saginaw to show 
support for his initiative. 

Kahn cited additional sta- 
tistics that he said are of 
great concern. 

“The issue we’re running 
into right now is that some- 


where in the neighborhood 
of 75 percent of kids who 
leave high school are not 
eligible to enter the service 
because they have criminal- 
ity, they are physically unfit 
or their education is inade- 
quate,” Kahn said. 

Kahn said the situation 
isn’t a problem only for the 
armed forces, but for any- 
one looking for a job in 
today’s tough economic cli- 
mate. 

“What’s required to have 
a job in the military and in 
the civilian workforce are 
not that different,” he said. 
“So the fact that so few 
young people are prepared 
physically, intellectually or 
emotionally is a disaster. 

“If this trend continues, 
we won't have a nation 
because we won’t be able 
defend it or maintain it,” he 
said. 

Kahn said that he hopes 
that the additional $140 mil- 
lion will help reverse the 
current trend and change the 
way young people are edu- 
cated at the earliest stages of 
development. 

“Right now we're trying 
to fix things that were bro- 


ken much earlier,” he said. 
“It’s doing damage control 
later on, but not fixing the 
probiem at the early stages. 
An infant or a child doesn’t 
have a lobbyist. We can 
stand up for them now, and 
prevent these kinds of prob- 
lems in the future.” 

As state adjutant general, 
Cutler experienced firsthand 
the difficulty of finding 
young adults fit for service. 

“My job was to recruit 
and [ had a large recruiting 
force working for me,” 
Cutler said. “Very few peo- 
ple are qualified, and those 
who qualify are not always 
inclined. It really becomes a 
challenge to find enough 
capable young people to 
volunteer.” 

Cutler said that improving 
early education is one of the 
best options to solve the 
problem. 

“I’m absolutely con- 
vinced — and studies vali- 
date the fact — that high- 
quality early childhood edu- 
cation increases the proba- 
bility that young people will 
graduate high school,” he 
said. “And they have a better 
chance to grow up physical-

ly and emotionally healthy 
as well.” 

Cutler said that Kahn’s 
proposal will save money in 
ihe long run. 

“This is a problem that’s 
been brewing over the 
years,” Cutler said, 
“Currently the main way the 
military attracts young peo- 
ple is by creating incentives. 
We offer educational oppor- 
tunities and enlistment 
bonuses. 

“In the long term, we 
won’t always be able to 
afford that. It would be 
cheaper to invest in early 
childhood education and 
raise young people to be the 
best they can be from the 
start.” 

According to Kahn, he 
has support from policy- 
makers, media outlets and 
business leaders throughout 
the state, and that backing 
by groups like Mission 
Readiness or military lead- 
ers is a great start. 

“The military has recog- 
nized the problem,” said 
Kahn. “But it transcends the 
military.”
